
25. (New) The startup/driving authorization system according to claim 24, 
wherein an idle speed of the vehicle is monitored and included in the shut down of 
the vehicle. 



26. (New) The startup/driving authorization system according to claim 15, 
wherein at least one of the preliminary startup procedures, including a transponder 
identification, is repeatable by depressing at least one of a brake pedal and a clutch 
of the vehicle if the at least one of the preliminary startup procedures is one of not 
performed and unsuccessful. 

27. (New) The startup/driving authorization system according to claim 15, 
wherein an electrical system of the vehicle remains at least partially active if at least 
one of the preliminary startup procedures is one of not performed and unsuccessful, 
the startup/driving authorization system being configured to shut down the electrical 
system, except for elements of a safety system of the vehicle, when the transponder 
is removed from within a communication range of the startup/driving authorization 
system. 

28. (New) The startup/driving authorization system according to claim 15, 
further comprising: 

a notification system for notifying a driver of a cause of any error if at least 
one precondition to a vehicle start approval is not satisfied. 

REMARKS
